Illuminati Versus Illuminati 
by Jason Rodgers 


(a review of Confessions of an Illuminati by Leo Lyon Zagami, CCC Publishing, 530 8th Avenue 
#6, San Francisco, CA 94118) 


It has taken me awhile to review this book. | had written to the publisher requesting a 
review copy expecting a funny kook expose. | figured it would be something like Doc Marquis, 
the born again Christian who claims he had been a warlock for the Illuminati. Doc is famous for 
stating that Charles Manson was one of the world's most powerful wizards on the Oprah show 
in the 80s. He implied that he had been involved with ritual murders for the Illuminati, a 
confession one might expect might lead to criminal prosecution. Anyways, so you get it, classic 
kook raving. 

Well Leo Lyon Zagami is a bit kooky as well, but in a way that | was not expecting. He is 
a much more esoteric kook. Importantly, he seems to be much more well versed in esoteric 
subjects. In Confessions of an Illuminati he details his involvement with secret societies, _ 
specifically the Ordo Templi Orientis. He left the OTO and was expelled from the mainline 
Freemasonry of the United Grand Lodge of England. He suffered numerous difficult 
circumstances following this. However he went on to be one of the founders of the Ordo 
Illuminatorum Universalis and the Akershus Lux Lodge, a "Traditional Lodge" based on "True 
Universal Freemasonry that permits men of all faiths to join Freemasonry" (342). 

Rather than coming from a fundamentalist Christian viewpoint this book seems to be 
based on Traditionalism. Zagami quotes key Traditionalist figure Rene Guenon, who said "the 
date 1717 does not mark the origin of Freemasonry, but that of its degeneration, which is very 
different" (54). This term might require a bit more explanation, as for some people 
Traditionalism is considered synonymous with esoteric fascism. It is not, or more accurately not 
specifically. Traditionalism is the belief that there is a secret wisdom that has been based down 
via mystery school and initiatory societies. There is the implication that antiquity was greater 
and that wisdom has degenerated since then. Alongside this was a strong critique of modernity. 
There is certainly a wing of Traditionalism that is fascistic, such as that of Julius Evola or 
Alexander Dugin. There is also another wing, which considers all religions to be originating in 
this primordial tradition. It is thus a universalist form of Traditionalism. Zagami seems to be 
positioning his Traditionalist Freemasonry as the: "True speculative Freemasonry (as opposed 
to occult or fringe Freemasonry)" which “has nothing to do with such deviated and dark 
practices" (52) as the lodges he is attacking in this book. 

Where he stands on Traditionalism isn't just speculation on my part. The final chapter of 
this book is titled "From 33 Degree to the Neo-Templarism and the New Strategy of Tension" in 
which he details what he sees as the Illuminati roots of Fascism (as well as Jihadists like 
Osama Bin Laden). He specifically attacks New Right and reactionary Traditionalist figures such 
as Troy Southgate and Alexander Dugin. 

The book itself is a wild ride through a multitude of esoteric and paranoid subjects. It's all 
here: secret societies, ritual magic, Bohemian Grove, UFO cults, Satanism, John Dee, 
intelligence operations, false flag attacks, occult Nazis. The recurring theme through all of this is 
the influence of Crowley, Thelema, and the OTO on the conspiracy. 

He keeps bringing up the sex magick of the OTO, acting as if it was a shock for him. | 
find it hard to believe that anyone would join the OTO and not be familiar with this aspect of 
Aleister Crowley and the OTO. He seems particularly disturbed by the homosexual contents of 
a great deal of Crowley's work. This seems to reflect a conservative bias on Zagami's part. 

He does do a pretty convincing job of showing the ties between the OTO and the United 
Grand Lodge of England. He often does so through amusing snapshots he took himself when 
he was still buddies with (and a fraternal brother to) the Thelemites. For instance, on page 127 
he has a snapshot with him and Stephen Schofield (British secretary of the OTO) taken ina 


lodge meeting of the United Grand Lodge of England, which kind of detracts from their outsider 
image. 

As for the contact (and possibly sex with?) aliens and demons, | remain agnostic (to say 
the least!). His discussion of sex magick within the OTO include subjects like using semen to 
attract a demon and impregnating a homunculus. When studying the degree "Of the secret 

. marriages of Gods with men" (94), he came to the conclusion that the ritual was "both 
disgusting and disturbing" (94). Zagami seems to think this refers to literal sex with what is 
"described in pop terms as ‘alien entities (94). 

Leo Lyon Zagami is certainly more interesting and knowledgeable than the average 
reformed Illuminati. He actually seems to have been there. That or he forged his certificate of 
initiation to the AA, OTO, and a personal note from iconic occult filmmaker Kenneth Anger. He's 
certainly informed, regardless of whether | believe the conclusion.

The History of ASS by Noam Chomsky 


So it was 1994 and Butt was living in Kent Ohio. 
Butt had gotten out of the military the year 
before and was living in whatever dungeon was 
available in the area with ASS. ASS showed him 
a concept drawing of a fake band called ASS 
that he had made up in high school on an old 
notebook in Ridgecrest California.

Butt thinks this was released on 
tape in 94 by wheelchair full of old men 
records but can’t remember because he is a 
genius. ASS played their first gig at the Mantis 
Gallery in Kent, Ohio later that year with no 
one in attendance except somebody out front 
who recorded it on video tape and a drunken 
girl walking home from the bar. Later they 
played another Gig with some other bands at 
the Mantis Gallery but Ass cannot remember 
because he is genius. Not much happened for 
many years with ASS. In 2002 Butt took a trip 
to Ohio on an airplane to Cleveland Ohio. He 
ended up in Kent Ohio and met up with ASS at 
Moondog recordings. Ass was the recording 
engineer for some reason untold. They decided 
it would be Keen to do some recording so they 
did some recordings. Later that day they ended 
up in Akron Ohio as Ass’s band was going to 
play but his bandmates were buttholes and did 
not show up so Ass asked if ASS could play 
instead. ASS did play a live show with some 
other bands like Don Austin, Radar Secret and 
Fistula and it was the best show of the Past 20 
minutes ever. ASS was watching a cartoon 
hungover the next day on TV and it had some 
cactus and heads characters on there and they 
said “Bye Cactus and Heads” and so they put all 
the songs together and the next CDR Album 
was born. Pure Genius. ASS did not do much 
for a few years except watch cartoons and 
make cucumber sandwiches but Butt in 2007 
said let’s do another Album Eh? So Butt sent 
Ass some Drum and vocal tracks on 8-track and 
Ass recorded over it with guitar and vocals on 
Piano Roll. It ended up on CDR on 100 percent 
zero records whatever that is. The title of the 

Record was “Hello Grecian Potsherd”. It ended 


up at negative one million on Englands 
Billboards chart of 2008. Many thought that 
was it for the hit band ASS but in 2009 Butt was 
hitting his 70" birthday and invited his friend 
Ass all the way out to Salt Lake City, Utah from 
Lakewood Oh where Ass was living C- level 
celebrities such as Jason Mamoa and Amy 
Schumer showed up for the event. ASS and 
Butt said hey let’s record why not? Erik 
Disorder was available also from Columbia 
Records for more vocals so the band went ona 
recording session for the ages which ended up 
with two split 7 inches with Doktor Bitch and 
the Gorgonized Dorks. Pure Genius. Well you 
would think that would be the end of ASS but 
you would be wrong. There wasn’t much going 
on for a few years with ASS but living in 
mansions and sitting on their lawns with Poop 
and records but the 80 year olds decided one 
day it’s been 20 years why not? So around 
2013 they started new recordings. One for the 
ages they said. Ass said let’s get some Lathe 
Cut records done by Peter King in New 
Zealand. Butt said Cool “F Yeah”. So the album 
was recorded with guest stars such as Steve 
Eggs and Food Fortunata.. The Record was sent 
post haste to New Zealand. Unfortunately the 
records came back very low-fi and just terrible. 
The Records now Sit on Butt’s shelf. Pure 
Genius. The recording genius of ASS didn’t 
realize their Tracks were out of Phase. Oh well. 
Try Again they said. ASS realized then that their 
tracks just had to be released so it was re- 
mastered and put on Vinyl. The Genius band 
had now spent 1500 dollars on a golden 
release with artwork to boot by renowned 
artist R.A. West who is best known for his 
artwork of dead cats and bongs from Long 
Beach California. What is in store now that ASS 
is in their 90’s nobody knows? Maybe another 
CDR? It will be pure Genius. As! am Avram 
Noam Chomsky an American linguist, 
philosopher, cognitive scientist, historian, 
social critic and political activist. Sometimes 
described as "the father of modern 
linguistics", | have wondered if ASS Stands for 
Always Stupid Shit, Or Awesome Silly 
Superstars. Only time will tell.
